It cannot be said that the international exhibition held in 1910 at Nan- 
Nanking king (see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ” of 24th Novem- 
Exhibition ber, 1910, p. 363) achieved the success that it 
deserved. Notwithstanding the fine show made 
by the buildings and grounds, which had been tastefully laid out, and 
by the quantity and variety of the native exhibits displayed, it 
excited no interest amongst the general population, and, after the 
first few weeks of its existence, was practically deserted by all but 
official visitors. The results in consequence have been a bitter 
disappointment to ali concerned—promceters, exhibitors, and those 
who catered for the entertainment and amusement of the public— 
and it will no doubt be many years before a similar enterprise is 
again attempted in China. 
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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Spain, Gijon—The following information is from the report by the 
British Vice-Consul at Gijon (Mr. A. Lovelace) on the trade of that 
district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 

The United Kingdom is certainly getting a very fair share of the 
trade in this district, due in a large measure to the esteem in which 
British goods are held for their excellent quality. Foreign firms are 
not slow to observe that this district gives fair returns for the expense 
of sending representatives, and consequently the district is overrun 
with travellers in almost every branch of trade. Undoubtedly one of 
the most effective ways for merchants and manufacturers to extend 
their business is through the employment of efficient travellers. 





NEW NETHERLANDS PATENT LAW. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
copy and translation of a new Patent Law of the Netherlands, dated 
the 7th November last, which can be seen by persons interested at the 
Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall 
Street, London, E.C. 

It is understood that the law is not likely to come into force before 
January, 1912, but a Royal Decree will be issued determining the 
date. 

Article 7 of the law accords priority to applications for Patents 
made by persons in States which have adhered to the Industrial 
Property Convention, whilst certain rights are granted under Article 
32 to bona fide previous users of articles in respect of which a patent 
is applied for. Provision is made in Article 34 for compulsory 
licences, and in Article 50 for revocation of Patents for non-working. 

The law, together with certain special provisions, is applied by 
Article 58 to the Colonies and Foreign Possessions of the Nether- 
lands, whilst Article 70 states that on the law entering into operation, 


the Laws of January 25th, 1817, and of July 15th, 1869, shall lapse.

NEW PATENT AND TRADE MARK LAW IN PANAMA. 


H.M. Minister at Panama has forwarded a copy and translation of 
a law, No. 47 of 1911, amending the law No. 24 of 1908 relating to 
the registration of patents of invention and of trade and commercial 
marks in the Republic of Panama. Under the new law the maximum 
duration of a patent is reduced from 20 to 15 years. Patents for 
inventions already patented abroad are to be granted for not more 
than 15 years, and in any case for no longer period than that of the 
original patent. Changes are made in the regulations for obtaining 
the registration of trade marks, and the mode of procedure against 
persons infringing the rights of others in registered trade marks is 
laid down.

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Note.—The values stated for the latest year shown in the fore- 
going statements are provisional and subject to rectification. In 
some cases all the values are those declured by importers or 
exporters, as in the United Kingdom; in others they are based on 
an official schedule of values which is subjected to revision after 
the close of each year, the values used in the current returns being 
those fixed in the latest completed revision. In general, the values 
so fixed represent the level of prices in the preceding year. The 
countries adopting the system of official values annually revised 
are :—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, France, Italy, Spain, and (for 
imports) Germany and Switzerland. Exports from Switzerland 
are returned at “‘ declared” values; and, since April, 1909, only about 
one-third of the exports from Germany have been returned at 
official values, the values of the remainder being “declared.” The 
figures in italics are based, wholly or mainly, on the prices of some 
earlier year than that under which they are shown. The values of 
the exports from Germany for the two months ended February, 1910 
and 1911, and the three months ended March, 1910 and 1911, are 
based, in each case, partly on declared values and partly on the 
prices of the year 1909. 

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, %.e., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

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CONTINENTAL FLAX SPINNING AND WEAVING 
INDUSTRY. 

The following estimates of the numbers of flax spindles and linen 
looms in France, Germany, Belgium, Austria-Hungary, and Italy 
have been obtained from reliable sources by H.M. Consular Officers 
in the countries named :— 

France.——The number of flax spindles in France is about 500,000, 
and of linen looms about 18,700. 

Germany.—The number of flax spindles in Germany } is estimated at 
330,000, and of mechanical looms at from 20,000 to 25,000. 

Belgium.—''he total number of flax spindles i in Belgium is approxi- 
mately 325,000, of which 235,600 are in Ghent, and 24,500 in 
Courtrai, the remaining 64,900 spindles being divided between the 
towns of Alost, Ath, Bavichove, Bellaire, Eyne, Lauwe, Lokeren, 
Ninove and Tournai. 

‘There appear to be some 16,273 linen looms in Belgium, of which 
8,773 are in Ghent and 5,000 in Courtrai, the remaining 2,500 looms 
being found in Alost, Ath, Calcken, EHecloo, Gulleghem, Iseghem, 
Malines, Moorseele, Roulers, Waereghem, Waerschot, and Ruysbroeck 
near Brussels. 

Austria-Hungary.—The present number of flax spindles is given as 
285,996 in Austria and 8,500 in Hungary. ‘These are divided 
between 28 firms in Austria and 3 in Hungary. 

The number of linen looms is not known; it is estimated at from 
6,900 to 7,000 machine looms, and 20,000 to 25,000 hand looms. 
Many of these, however, particularly of the hand looms, do not work 
linen exclusively, but also often half linen and even cotton. 

Italy—The number of flax spindles in Italy is estimated at 
113,452. No estimate of the number of looms could be obtained. 

Russia.— According to the Consular Report for 1908 on the trade 


of Moscow (Foreign Office, Annual Series, No, 4323), the number of 


flax spindles in Russia in 1909 was 405,430, of which 367, 670 were 

spinning spindles and 37,760 twisting spindles. The number of linen 

looms in 1907 was 12 380, of which 11,581 were power looms and 

799 hand looms.

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JAPANESE CUSTOMS TARIFF. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of a 
telegram from H.M. Embassy at Tokio to the effect that under the 
most-favoured-nation clause of the Anglo-Japanese Commercial 
Treaty of the 3rd April last, the United Kingdom will be entitled, 


until the 4th August, 1911, to the rates of Customs duty and to the 


coasting trade privileges provided for by the Franco-Japanese 
Commercial Treaty of the 4th August, 1896, and supplementary 
Convention of the 25th December, 1898. The rates of Customs duty 
in question affect a number of articles of importance to British trade, 
including the principa! descriptions of cotton and woollen goods, on 
which the rates of duty are as a general rule those at present in force 
under the Anglo-Japanese Treaty of 1894, and information regarding 
them may be obtained from the Commercial Intelligence Branch of 
the Board of Trade, 78, Basinghall Street, London, E.C. As regards 
other British goods the new statutory tariff of Japan or the conven- 
tional rates of duty established by the Anglo-Japanese Treaty of the 
3rd April will come into force on the 17th July next; and on the 
4th August, when the French Treaty expires, they will be put into 
force as regards all British goods.

SWEDEN. 


The following is the first portion of a statement (to be continued in 
subsequent issues of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”) 
showing the reductions of the rates of duty pre- 
scribed in the new Swedish General Customs Tariff* 
which are accorded by Sweden in favour of certain 
products and manufactures of Germany under the 
new Commercial Treaty between the two countries, 
signed at Berlin on the 2nd May last, but not yet 
ratified. 

It is proposed that this Treaty shall come into force on the same 
date as the new Tariff, i.e. the lst December, 1911, and remain in 
operation until the 3lst December, 1917. If not denounced by either 
of the Contracting Parties one year before that date, the Treaty will 
remain in force until one year after denunciation, but it will in any 
event expire on the Ist January, 1921. 

The reduced duties accorded to Germany will be applicable to 
imports into Sweden from the United Kingdom, by virtue of the 
Anglo-Swedish Commercial Convention of the 18th March, 1826. 

In addition to the reductions of the new Swedish Customs duties 
referred to, the Treaty also “‘ conventionalises” the new duties on a 
large number of articles, and these duties will, consequently, not be 
raised so long as it remains in force. The complete schedule of duties 
on imports into Sweden, as established by the Treaty, may be 
inspected by persons interested at the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch of the Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
copy of a recent Circular of the French Customs 


De neces a Department notifying the following decisions of 
mornsetn the ‘‘Comité consultatif des Arts et Manufac- 


1 tures” with regard to imitation jewellery (Nos. 
Jewellery. —=-496 bis and 546 bis of the Customs Tariff). 

1. The Customs treatment provided for imitation jewellery with 
ornaments (avec garnituves) is to be applied not only to articles with 
sunk patterns (motifs rapportés) but also to those with ornaments in 
relief, stamped or repoussé. 

2. The term owidised imitation jewellery includes articles oxidised 
by any process (mercury, fire, &c.)

3. Buckles, clasps, hooks, &c., for articles of clothing, coated with 
copper and subsequently tinned, are to pay duty as imitation 
jewellery coated with copper. 

4. By ‘“ whitened ” (blanchi) buckles, clasps, hooks, &c., for articles 
of clothing (para. 2 of No. 546 bis of the Tariff) are to be understood 
those articles which have undergone any supplementary process with 
a view to heightening the white appearance produced by polishing 
or tinning &c. Buckles, &c., which have been nickelled, enamelled, 
or silvered are in no case to be classified as “ whitened.” 


The Board are also in receipt, through the same channel, of copy of 
a French Presidential Decree, dated the 26th

SWITZERLAND—COLOMBIA.

The following Circular relative to the inclusion of commission, &Xc., 
in Consular invoices for goods shipped to the 
United States of America has recently been 
addressed by the Treasury Department to offi- 
cers of the United States Customs :— 


“The Department is advised that it is the practice of some shippers not to 
‘include in their Consular invoices commissions and other charges paid to them 
‘as agents for services in purchasing and shipping goods, while it is the practice 
‘* of other shippers to include in their invoices such charges. 

“ As this difference of practice is confusing to the appraising officers, you are 
“ hereby instructed that a strict compliance with the provisions of Article 669 of 
* the Consular Regulations of 1896 should be required. 

* Ar icle 669 of the Consular Regulations requires that shippers of goods 
“ subjec; to an ad valorem rate of duty, wholly or in part, or toa duty based 
“ upon their value, must in all cases set forth separately in the invoice : 

**1, The net price of the merchandise, free from all charges of commission, 
‘* packing, &c., or, in case the merchandise is shipped on consignment, the actual

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT: 


CHINA. 

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Nanking (Mr. F, E. Wilkinson) on the trade of that district in 1910, 
which will shortly be issued :— 

During the year under review the construction of the southern or 
sesavenn of Weck British section of the Tientsin-Pukow Railway 
y eeatall (see “Board of Trade Journal” of 23 March, p. 620), 
rll pogo which was commenced in January, 1909, made 


aoe othe d steady progress, and it was found possible in 
thec rejal February, 1911, to attach passenger cars to the 
"7 . ema - construction trains running between Pukow and 
“adic . Lin Huai Kwan, a distance of 94 miles. Rails 


have actually been laid as far as Hsiichowfu, which 
is not much more than 30 miles from the point at which the line 
joins up with the German section, and there is every hope that the 
whole of the British section, which is 236 miles in length, will be 
available for traffic by about the middle of 1912. 

So far no arrangements have been made for the opening to foreign 
trade of Pukow, the Yangtze terminus of the line, which is situated 
on the northern bank of the river opposite to Nanking. 

To Nanking the completion of the Tientsin-Pukow Railway will be 
of vital importance, for on this line depend her prospects of future 
commercial prosperity. As a distributing centre this port, owing to 
inferior communications with the interior, has been unable in the past to 
compete with its neighbours Chinkiang and Wuhu, so that its trade has 
hitherto been almost entirely a local one. ‘The new railway should 
bring down to Pukow for export the produce of the whole of the 
country north of the river, for which the line must also become the 
means of supply; and, assuming that no official obstacles are placed 
in the way of the development of the traffic of the railway, it seems 
almost certain that Nanking must become, next to Hankow, the most 
important commercial centre on the Yangtze. 


JAPAN. 
The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Vice-Consul at Hakodate (Mr. W. M. Royds) on the trade of that 
district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 


An agitation is on foot to have the Government railway line on the 
main island extended some 30 miles to Ominato, a 
naval port on the north of Aomori Bay, and to 
have this place made an open port.

‘principal breakwater, about 3,300 feet long, will 
stretch north and south from outside the west end of the present 
harbour, and will enclose a space for a safely protected anchorage of 
1 square mile 95 acres in extent. The total cost will be 170,500/. A 
great increase in the importance of Hakodate as a port for foreign 
trade may reasonably be expected as a result of the development of 
the island of Hokkaido and the growth of its population.

On the whole, trade is 
improving, and large stock orders are being placed by wholesale 
dealers. Prices, however, are not very encouraging. Business in 
sheet iron is brisk, owing to the activity in the engineering, ship- 
building and wagon manufacturing trades. In steel rails also, trade 
is improving. Manufacturers of fine sheets have two months’ orders 
in hand, although trade is on the whole somewhat quieter.

FRANCE: 
The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Bordeaux (Mr. R. D. G. Macdonald) on the trade of that district in 
1910, which will shortly be issued :— 


The year 1910 was disastrous to agriculturists, whose crops of grapes 
; 1 and wheat were ruined by continuous rain and 
Agricaltara floods. The shortage of crops influenced the retail 
Machinery Trade. jade in acricultural implements in general, and 
left stocks on dealers’ hands, with the result that fewer orders, 
particularly for harvesting machines, will be given in 1911. A dis- 
advantage to British trade has been created by the action of the 
American International Harvester Company (an amalgamation of six 
or seven of the principal United States’ makers of agricultural 
machinery), who have built works at Croix, near Lille, and are turning 
out mowers and reapers of the same models and names as those 
previously imported. When in full working order they will be in a. 
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position to turn out annually some 20,000 mowers of their different 
types, on which they will save about 25 per cent. on the selling price 
in freight, duty and other expenses. 

The British steam threshing machinery trade must expect to suffer 
in future from competition at the hands of the Vierzon manufacturers, 
who are turning out good, light machines at very low prices. 
Generally speaking, however, bad crops have been the cause of poor 
business, except as concerns relatively numerous sales of.clover 
hullers. 





MEXICO. 


The United States Consul at San Luis Potosi gives a description, in 
a recent report to his Government, of a new Mexican 


ion i fibre-shredding machine, which is said to have given 
(“Me mA good results in actual trials. The machine, which 
Fibre ”) is operated by four men, is stated to do the work 

of 50 labourers. The fibre is removed by sets of 


conical teeth which do not scrape, flatten, curl, or damage the thread. 
The principal use of the machine in the San Luis Potosi district will 
be for shredding ixtle (‘‘ Mexican fibre ”), of which it is claimed tbat 
it can turn out 600-750 lbs. a day, well cleaned and in good con- 
dition. The machine could, however, be used also for the maguey 
plant if brass teeth were employed in place of iron. 

The machine is expected to have a considerable effect on the cost 
of production of ixtle, which is chiefly made up of the cost of 
shredding. As the machine can be taken to the plantations on trucks, 
the cost of transport of the raw material will be saved. ‘The fibre is 
stated to be suitable for coarse tapestries, carpets, mattings, and bags. 
The supply of the plant is said to be practically unlimited. 





JAPAN. 


The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Vice-Consul at Hakodate (Mr. W. M. Royds) on the trade of that 
district in 1910, which will shortly be issued :— 


The Muroran steel foundry, the joint enterprise of two British firms 
and the Japanese Hokkaido Colliery and Stearr- 
—— ship Company (Hokkaido Tanko Kisen Kwaisha) 
on —see ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 3rd March, 
1910, p. 452—is now almost complete, and is expected to be in full 
operation in 1911, manufacturing guns and armaments generally for 
the Government. Already work has been commenced, and a number 
of orders from the Navy and Railway departments are now in hand. 
The capital of the company stands at 15,000,000 yen (1,531,000/.), 
all paid up, held in equal shares by the British and Japanese. 
During 1910, debentures to the value of 10,000,000 yen (1,020,8007.), 
were raised in Japan, where, owing to the easy state of the money 
market and the large amount of unemployed capital lying idle, it was 
found that the amount could be raised to better advantage than in 
London. 
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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 


GERMANY. 


The British Vice-Consul at Leipzig (Mr. R. M. Turner) has furnished 
Position of some particulars, extracted from an article in the 
Textile Industry “ Leipziger Neueste Nachrichten ” of 3rd May, as 
i Catenin to the position of the textile industry in the 
District Chemnitz district. The British Vice-Consul 
remarks that, although the article only deals with 

the Chemnitz district, its statements have a general significance :— 

In the stocking branch it appears that cheap silk stockings are 
selling well in Germany itself and elsewhere on the Continent, but 
the United States market leaves much to be desired. Petinet stock- 
ings, however, form an exception to this rule, as it seems ‘that the 
United States cannot produce the same quality of these stockings at as 
cheap a price as the German manufacturers. In cotton stockings the 
United States market shows a very great falling off, only 800,000 dozen 
having been sold during the first quarter of 1911, as against 1,250,000 
dozen during the same period of last year. The favourite colour is 
now blue in all shades. The Russian market is showing a great 
improvement, and considerable trade is being done with the Balkans in 
cheap, brightly coloured stockings. In general, however, it seems 
that the whole stocking industry of the Chemnitz district is suffering 
from over-production. 

The glove trade also does not appear to be in a very flourishing 
condition, especially as, owing to the mildness of the past winter, 
traders have a considerable stock of goods on hand, and orders for next 
winter are consequently lacking. The export trade in this branch 
with the United Kingdom and the United States, two large importing 
countries, is unsatisfactory, while the increased duties of neighbouring 
Continental countries are felt by the German manufacturers. This is 
especially the case as regards France, where only the finer sort of 
article is in demand. This branch of trade also suffers from over- 
production, and consequent low prices. 

In woven goods the trade is more satisfactory. In cotton under- 
wear the trade with the United States has noticeably increased since 
the end of last year; the export of woollen underwear is, however, on 
the decrease. 

The United States market for furniture stuffs and stuffs for decora- 
tion has fallen off considerably, but the Continental market is satis- 
factory. The clothing branch suffers, too: the reduction in the 
United States market is remarkable, only 215,000 square yards being 
exported thereto during the first quarter of this year, as against 
433,000 square yards during the first quarter of 1910, and the slight 
xise in price does not counterbalance the loss. 

The tulle manufacturers are inavery difficult position. The article 
itself is no longer so fashionable, and, as a great number of new tulle 
factories were erected while the article was popular, the trade at the 
present moment is suffering very considerably from over-production..: 
Negotiations for forming a trust have failed. (C. 4,078.)

RUSSIA. 


The British Vice-Consul at Nicolaieff (Mr. P. Bagge) reports as 
tin tie follows, under date Ist May, on the prospects of 
Prospects ‘and the grain crops in the region from which that port 
draws its chief supplies, namely, the Governments 
Grain Trade at of Kherson, Kharkov, Taurida, Poltava and Kieff :— 
Micoinsen. The condition of the winter sown grain, wheat 
and rye, and in particular rye, is on the whole good. The severe 
frosts of the past winter caused practically no damage, except in 
a few isolated cases. The spring grain has been sown under 
splendid conditions. There is much moisture in the ground in conse- 
quence of the very heavy falls of snow experienced during the winter. 
The only adverse condition at present i3 that a crust was formed 
by drying winds; a slight rain is required to remedy this. The 
season is a month late. The shipments from Nicolaieff have been 
small during the past month, owing to the stocks there having become 
exhausted; no fresh supplies were forthcoming in consequence 
of the bad state of the roads at the end of the winter, and, when 
the roads had again become practicable, the peasants were engaged 
in getting in the spring grain. This work being now practically 
finished, trade is becoming more active. 

There are large stocks of wheat in the interior. These are estimated 
by a reliable authority at 40 per cent. of the quantity estimated as 
coming forward for export at the beginning of the 1910-1911 
campaign. (12,178.) 


The following is an extract from a report published in the ‘‘ Nachrichten 
fiir Handel und Industrie ” (Berlin) of 6th May :— 

Crop Report. The greater part of European Russia is ex- 
periencing the effects of spring ; only in the north 

and north-east districts has there been any frost and snow during the 
last few weeks. For the most part snow has entirely disappeared, and 
the temperature is everywhere above normal. Winter seeds are 
generally very good, and where there has been any damage it was 
only of a local character. In many districts in the north, the melting 
of the snow has been followed by rain which promises well for winter 
seeds. In the Central Volga Governments the sowing of summer 
wheat isin full swing, and in some districts sowing has been concluded. 





CONGO STATE: 


The following particulars regarding the cultivation of exotic rubber

Cultivation. elgian “ Renseignements de l'Office Colonial”: — 

A certain number of plantations of rubber vines 

have been abandoned as not worth keeping up. Some of these vines, 

however, are so far advanced as to be capable of growing without 
further care. 

The experimental cultivation of hevea brasiliensis is to be greatly 

extended in the equatorial regions, and particularly in the districts of 

the Equator and Bangala, where the rainfall is. most abundant and 
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Agricultural and Forest Products. 





most regular. At the beginning of 1911 twelve centres had been 
fixed upon, of which five were in the Bangala and two in the Equator 
district. The choice of suitable lands is very important, as the rainfall 
is only moderate, even in the equatorial region. Considerable quanti- 
ties of hevea seed have been imported from Ceylon. 

The cultivation of manihot glaziovii is to be extended at the station 
of Bokala (Middle Congo), The growth of this species is rapid there, 
and attempts at rubber extraction from trees of 10 years’ growth have 
given satisfactory results. Certain stations in the Uele district are 
also suitable for the extensive cultivation of this rubber tree, the 
climate being characterised bv a pronounced dry season. 

The funtumia elastica, while developing satisfactorily in some 
regions of the Congo, does not appear to be capable of bearing 
repeated tappings over a long period so well as the hevea brasiliensis. 
The yield of latex at the first tapping is greater than from the hevea, 
but at the end of a few days the secretion ceases. Regular experi- 
ments have been made at Libenge (Ubangi), with encouraging results, 
though the quantity of rubber obtained is much less than from the 
hevea. 





TURKEY: 


H.M. Vice-Consul at Smyrna (Mr. C. E. Heathcote Smith) has 
furnished, under date 24th April, the following 
particulars of the crop prospects in that district :-— 

Opium.—The autumn weather having been un- 
favourable, but little poppy seed was sown. 
Subsequently, conditions were more favourable, but the seed sown later 
was. damaged by the frosts. The present crop has consequently 
suffered considerably: at the most 3,000 to 3,500 couffes (baskets) 
are expected, as against a normal crop of from 6,500 to 7,000. The 
stock at Smyrna and Constantinople is now (April) 1,500 baskets, and 
there is no doubt prices will rise, especially as the Persian crop is also 
badly damaged. 

Sultanas.—The yield of the past season has proved one of the 
smallest and most disappointing on record. Heavy and continuous 
rains during the spring and summer months of 1910 caused a verit- 
able disaster, the yield having been reduced to about 16,000 tons. As 
a natural consequence of so short a production, the world’s normal 
consumption being over 40,000 tons, prices have ruled at a very high 
level and would probably have gone higher still, had not considerable 
stocks of old fruit been retained from the previous crop. Prices 
have averaged from 30s. for the very inferior qualities up to 60s. for 
the finest sorts, per cwt. f.o.b. Smyrna. 

Owing to the extremely severe winter that has prevailed the vines 
are very backward this season and have not yet commenced leafing. 
The effects of the blight caused by the heavy rains last year are very 
evident, and the very close pruning to which the vines will have to be 
subjected this year will tend to reduce their fruit-bearing capacity. 
‘Vines are now reported to have again suffered some slight damage

from frosts in a few districts. [Forecasts about the yield as a whole.

Figs.—The production last season amounted to about 27,000 tons. 


and was the largest ever recorded in the country. Prospects for the 
coming season are not so favourable, the trees having suffered severely 
from the severity of the winter. March forecasts pointed to a probable 
yield of about 20,000 to 22,000 tons. Fortunately the April frosts 
did no damage, and as the weather prevailing is favourable the estimate 
of production is unchanged. 

Beans.—The yield is estimated at about 10 per cent. less than last 
season, owing to damage suffered. 

Cereals.—It is reported that sowings of wheat are much less than 
last year. Sowings of barley are reckoned as the same acreage as last 
season. ‘lhe weather prevailing is considered very favourable, and if 
the crop suffers no damage, a good average yield is anticipated. 

Tobacco.—In the Smyrna district it is forecasted that the tobacco. 
yield this summer will be about equal to that of last year, and that 
the quality should be excellent. Planting out was delayed a month 
later than usual, but conditions were favourable. An area nearly half 
as large again as that covered last year has been sown, in some dis- 
tricts, such as Adramyt, vineyards being uprooted to make room for 
tobacco. 


The 1910 crop in Turkey was good, but there is now a dearth of 


tobacco on the European markets, and prices run high. Of the five 
million okes crop of the Smyrna district last season the actual stock 
of all qualities remaining for sale is probably only 700,000 to. 
1,000,000 okes. 

It may be of interest to note that some 34 to 4 deunums being 
counted to an acre, the most fertile land produces from 80 to 100 
and even 200 okes per deunum, while 50 okes is a good average. 
The best qualities are those grown round Changli and Giaourkeui : 
the best is Ayassoluk tobacco, while the Sevdikeuy, Thyra, and 
Ledja tobaccos rank high. The poorest kinds are called Tonga and 


grow round Alashehr. (C. 4,040.)

H.M. Consul at Damascus (Mr. G. P. Devey) reports that the chickpeas

6d. per cwt.), and of the superior quality about 4,500 tons, selling 
at 18 fr. per 100 kilogs. (about 7s. 3d. per cwt.). For the present 
season an abundant crop is expected, with prices normal. 12,367.)

MEXICO. 
The British Vice-Consul at Guadalajara (Mr. P. G. Holms) has 
Chickpea furnished the following information regarding the 
Sectediion production of garbanzo, or chickpeas, in Mexico :— 
The chief garbanzo producing States are, in order 
of importance, Sonora, Jalisco, Guanajuato, Michoacan and Queretaro. 
Practically the whole crop in the first named State is grown in the 
Yaqui valley, with natural irrigation from the overflowing of the 
Yaqui river; garbanzo cultivation is new to Sonora, having reached 
importance only within the last three or four years. Aurelic Torres, 
son of General Lorenzo Torres, is probably the largest producer of 
garbanzo in this State. 

The annual value of the Sonora crop is probably about 500,000 
pesos (about 51,000/.); there are stated to be excellent prospects for 
a large crop this season. The crop in the other four States mentioned 
will be above the average this season, and is estimated at a total 
value of 1,500,000 pesos (about 153,000/.). . 

A considerable quantity of the Sonora garbanzo is exported to the 
United States. The crop is mostly purchased, however, by travellers 
specially sent from Spain, who travel from hacienda to hacienda. 
Prices vary, according to quality, from 10 pesos to 40 pesos per 
“carga” ot 150 kilogs. (7s. to 28s. per cwt.). (12.273,) 








CHINA. 
The following information is from the report by the British Acting 
Consul at Téngyiieh (Mr. A. Rose) on the trade of that district in 
1910, which will shortly be issued :— 


The first experiments in cotton growing in the district as an offset 
to the opium loss were concluded during the 
past year, and the crops have so far succeeded 
that the farmers are hopeful of producing a 
considerable supply of cotton. This, however, is unlikely to affect 
adversely the demand for foreign yarn and cloth.

all been made through Yokohama and Kobe. The peas are used for 
domestic culinary purposes, and about 5,300 tons were shipped in 
1910. The price at Otaru, when the 1910 crop first came on the 
market, was 10 yen 50 sen per koku (about 4s. 4d. per bushel) c.1.f. 
Yokohama, but rose with the demand to 13 yen 25 sen (about 5s, 5d. 
per bushel). The production in the Hokkaido in 1911 is expected to 
reach about 200,000 bushels. _————

UNITED KINGDOM. 


According to a report in the ‘ Board of Trade Labour Gazette” for 

State of the May,* based on 6,111 statistical returns, vizZ., 

Labour Market 3,023 returns from trade unions (relating to 

areal 764,568 workpeople) and 3,088 returns from em- 

greioe ta ployers (relating to 1,280,310 workpeople), employ- 

ment in April continued good. On the whole, it was somewhat better 
than in March, and considerably better than a year ago. 

The coal-mining industry and the engineering, shipbuilding, fur- 
nishing, woodworking, cotton, woollen, worsted, hosiery, and pottery 
trades were all well employed. There was some slight recovery in the 
iron and steel manufacture, and a seasonal improvement in building 
and in brickmaking. On the other hand, there was some slackening 
in employment in the linen, jute, and lace trades, and a reduction in 
the number of pig-iron furnaces in blast. 

As compared with a year ago there was a marked improvement in 
employment in the engineering, shipbuilding, furnishing, wood- 
working, and cotton trades. There was little change in coal mining, 
but in the jute, linen, and lace trades and at blast furnaces there was. 
some decline. 

In the 395 Trade Unions, with a net membership of 764,548, 
making returns, 21,407 (or 2°8 per cent.) were returned as unemployed 
at the end of April, 1911, as compared with 3:0 per cent. at the end 
of March, 1911, and 4°4 per cent. at the end of April, 1910.

Class I.—Dairies whose butter according to the latest tests does not 
contain more than 15 per cent. of water; Class 1].—Dairies whose 
butter contains from 15 per cent. to 15°8 per cent. of water; 
Class [1I.—Dairies. whose butter contains over 15°8 per cent. of 
water. Those in Class I will be tested three times a year, those in 
Class II once a month ; those in Class III. once a week. Excess of 
water-content over that laid down for the class to which a dairy 
belongs will entail removal to the lower class. It has also been 
decided that the butter mark shall be withheld from all consignments 
containing more than 16 per cent. of water. 

It appears that these steps have been taken in order to ensure that 
Swedish butter for export shall comply with the requirements of the 
English law. (C. 4,038.)

The same 
rule applies to cheques made out in a German Protectorate and 
payable in a foreign country, in so far as the foreign law contains no 
provisions as to the time for presentation.

that the Syndicate will be unable for long to maintain prices at the 
present level. The question has even arisen as to the possibility of 
continuing the Syndicate. 





AUSTRIA~HUNGARY,. 


The following is extracted from an article in the “ Frankfurter 


een Zeitung” of 6th May :— ' 
Sucar Cartel There has recently been formed in Austria a 
—_ . general Sugar Cartel, which will embrace the entire 
Austrian sugar industry, both raw sugar factories and refineries being 
represented. The principal objections to the Cartel were raised by 
refiners, who held out to the last for special privileges. The Cartel is 
to take effect as from 1st April last, and will remain in force up to the 
end of 1917. The result of this combination will be the raising of sugar 
prices to Austrian consumers, although there cannot be any great 
increase so long as the Brussels Sugar Convention remains in force. 
The effect of the Cartel on the international market may be seen 
during the next few months. Owing to the present over-production 


of beet sugar in Austria, and the probability of a still further increase | 


in production, it is anticipated that Austrian merchants will be com- 
pelled to place large quantities of sugar on the foreign market. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


H.M. Consul-General at Chicago (Mr. H. D. Nugent) reports that

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad 
for British Trade, &c. 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907, whereby 
the names of British firnis desirous of receiving confidential in- 
formation as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those 
branches of trade in which they are specially interested, and as 
to other connected matters, are placed cn a special Register at 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, has 
met with widespread approval, as evidenced by the steady in- 
crease in the number of names so registered. Formerly no 
charge was made for admission to the Register, the only require- 
ment being subscription to the ‘* Board of Trade Journal.’”’ The 
great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilisin 
this source of information are now (since Ist April, 1910) re- 
quired to pay an annual fee of one guinea to the Accountant 
General, Board of Trade, Whitehall Gardens, London, S.W.., for 
the service, including the supply of the ‘“‘ Board of Trade 
Journal,’’ instead of merely subscribing to the ‘‘ Journal,’’ as 
previously, through the Government Sale Agents. British 
firms who wish to have their names registered should apply in 
writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of appli- 
cation. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as 
heretofore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. ; 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms 
upon the register is received from His Majesty’s Consular 
Officers in Foreign Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Com- 
missioners and the Imperial Trade Correspondents in the British 
Dominions, and from other sources available to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received 
relates mainly to opcnings for British trade abroad, and is com- 
municated to firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 
1910, 1,180 such Circular letters were prepared, and copies 
(totalling 74,203) were despatched to firms on the Register in- 
terested in the trades to which the Circular letters respectively 
related, as compared with 1,104 Circular letters and copies 
totalling 51,816 sent out in 1909. 

Notr.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred 
to above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to 
answer enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the 
interests of British trade (see below).

“ The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the 
Board of Trade (73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.) is intended to 
be a centre at which information on all subjects of commercial interest 
shall be collected and classified ina form convenient for reference, and 
at which, so far as the interests of British trade permit, replies shall be 
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given to enquiries by traders on commercial matters. On application 
being made to it either personally or by letter, the Branch supplies, 
so far as is possible, information with regard to the following 
subjects, viz.: Commercial Statistics; Matters relating to Foreign 
and Colonial Tariffs and Customs Regulations; Lists of Firms 
Abroad engaged in particular lines of business in different localities ; 
Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender; Sources of Supply, 
Prices, &c., of Trade Products; Forms of Certificates of Origin ; 
Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers, &c., &c. 

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the Branch, where, in 
addition to samples illustrative of reports of H.M. Consuls or of the 
Correspondents or Special Commissioners of the Board of Trade, 
specimens of special interest that may be received from India, the 
Colonies, &c., are exhibited from time to time. 

The ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 
and intended for general information, is conveyed to the public. The 
“Journal” is issued weekly at the price of 3d., the annual rate, 
inclusive of postage within the United Kingdom, being lds. 2d.
